For a half-dozen years 
we have been blaming all on the Russians, 
and until 1980 that was fair. However, 
Aviation Week and Space Technology, the mouthpiece 
of the military-industrial community in the 
U.S., reports that an experimental station 
has been testing the feasibility of Over- 
the-Horizon radar from a site in Maine since 
June, 1980, and the project is now in trans- 
ition toward full-scale production. The 
experiments were conducted over four "bands" 
covering 6.74 to 22.25 MHz, and the final 
permanent radar will expand to cover 5.00 

to 28 MHz. 


The feasibility testing, which was com- 
pleted at the end of 1981, convinced bur- 
eaucrats that the three major goals of the 
project had been achieved. They were 


1. "fo provide early tactical warnings 
and attack characterizations." 


2. To control access to the airspace in 
peacetime." 


3. To limit damage to strategic re- 
taliatory forces and to command-control- 
communication nodes." 


We admit to not understanding these 
goals, but we do understand that the system, 
which uses twelve General Electric 100 KW 
transmitters driving an antenna array which 
is 2,265 feet long, is what was tearing up 
the HF bands for a year and a half. We 
also understand what will happen when the 
permanent station (at Moscow AFB, Maine 
goes on line with more power and bigger 
antennas. 


Aviation Week and Space Technology for August 
16, 1982, carried the four-page article 
from which the above was obtained. It is 
public information. For background, read 
April, 1980 QST, page 39. The feds have 
promised that when the full system comes 
on it will "skip over" the amateur bands,
